terminated upon thoſe Actions, is evident, 
becauſe ſuch a Decree doth plainly deſtroy 
the Liberty of thoſe Actions; For if God 
hath decreed, that a Man ſhall do ſuch a 
particular Act, he cannot avoid the doing 
it; for, faith the Dr. the Decree of God makes p. 123.
